The Story of the Storm . 
St. Louis, Sept. 23.—Citizens of St. 
Louis are just beginning to realize thai. 
the great rain storm of August 2<>, 
which resulted in floods in St. Louis | 
and the Ozarks, was one of the great­ 
est disaster^, from a financial point 
of view, through which the city over 
has passed. 
Two or three days after the storm, 
housewives noticed that the wall pa­ 
per on the east and north sides of 
their homes was damp and slightly 
faded. It was thought then that with­ 
in two or three weeks the walls would 
be dry and paper-hangers could re­ 
pair the damage. 
Several cool days followed the great 
storm, and the walls did not dry, but 
the paper faded a little more. 
Then 
came several days of extremely hot 
weather. 
The hot rays of the sun, 
falling on the outer bricks, drove the 
water inwards, soaking plaster and 
wall paper, and now, :i month atter 
tlx* storm, thousands of houses in St. 
Louis have mouldy and badly faded 
wall paper. 
The walls are so damp 
that decorators say it will be useless 
to repaper until next spring. 
The rain of August 20 was accom­ 
panied by a high wind, which drove 
the water into the porous brick walls. 
Practically every brick 
house 
and 
a p a r t m e n t in town was damaged in 
this manner, except a few old build­ 
ings that had been painted. 
The 
paint 
acted 
as 
a 
protective coat 
against the rain. 
Much discussion has taken place as 
to whether the damage from the wind- 
driven rain is covered by tornado in­ 
surance.

Paris, Sept. 23.—Tho inventory of 
tho pockets of German soldiers taken 
prisoner is as thorough as at. the be­ 
ginning of the war, though it iarely 
discloses anything important except 
occasionally in the case of officers 
so taken by surprise that they had 
no chance to make away with inter­ 
esting documents. 
The men, drawn up in line, must 
empty their pockets on the ground 
before them. 
The first thing is gen­ 
erally a knife and the article most 
common after that is the note hook. 
The knife is confiscated and the note 
book is held for careful translation, 
to be returned if not found of mili­ 
tary value. 
It is generally a depository of sen­ 
timent, 
often 
interspersed 
with 
verses, addresses and minute accounts 
of money spent, lent 
or 
borrowed. 
Rarely does it contain 
any 
revela­ 
tions of interest to tho staff. 
It re­ 
quires careful cross-examination by 
tho best German-speaking officers to 
bring these out. 
Tobacco in some form is always to 
be found, mixed often w’ith broken 
pieces of chocolate and the last thing 
that is generally produced, hesitating­ 
ly, from s o m e inside pocket is a pho­ 
tograph of a woman or a child. 


Injury From Tent Caterpillars 
May 
Be Prevented by Spraying With 
Arsenate of Lead. 
■, ■■—- 
i 
(By F. L. W ASHBURN.) 
Tent caterpillars come from an egg 
laid by a brownish moth of medium 
size. The eggs are deposited in bands 
around the smaller twigs of apple, 
wild cherry and other trees. 
They 
hatch the following spring, and the 
j caterpillars begin feeding upon the 
young leaves. 
When full grown. the caterpillars 
are about two inches long, somewhat 
hairy, and one form has a longitudinal • 
white stripe in the center of the back. ; 
At this time they leave the tree and i 
wander off singly to seek sheltered) 
places where they spin their cocoons. 
Three weeks later the moths emerge 
and lay their eggs. 
If a grower is spraying his fruit 
trees faithfully with arsenate of lead 
in any shape, this of itself will pre­ 
vent injury from tent caterpillars, 
since any internal poison is fatal to 
them; or the tents may be crushed 
with the gloved hand when they can 
be reached; or they can be burned 
by a torch on the end of a pole; or 
they can be twisted out of their place 
by means of a wire brush made for 
the purpose, attached to the end of a 
long pole. 
These remedies are ef­ 
fectual only when the caterpillars are 
in their tents early in the morning. 
or in w’et weather. 
Even on trees 
which are not ordinarily sprayed a 
single spraying of arsenate of lead. 
when caterpillars are observed, w’ould 
probably stop their depredations. 
In the case of the forest tent cater­ 
pillar the larvae can be destroyed 
when they collect in bunches on the 
trunks of trees. 
Prune off and de­ 
stroy the twigs holding the eggs.

Good Barrel Pump Will Last Lifetime 
and Can Be Used for Whitewash­ 
ing, Disinfecting, Etc. 


For commercial orchard work it is 
never advisable to purchase any spray­ 
ing outfit smaller than a barrel pump. 
A good barrel will last a lifetime and 
can be used for purposes other than 
spraying, such as whitewashing, dis­ 
infecting, etc. 
When an orchardist 
has a sufficient number of trees to re­ 
quire five or six barrels of liquid for 
one spraying, it is advisable to pur­ 
chase a tank holding 200 to 300 gal­ 
lons with a double-acting sprayer: or 
better, if he can afford it, a gasoline 
powrer. 
The pump should be brass lined 
to prevent corroding or rusting of the 
parts. 
The pump must have a suffi­ 
ciently large air chamber to keep the 
pressure uniform; one that w’ill with 
comparative ease keep a pressure of 
at least 150 pounds on two leads of 
hose. 
As the principal ingredient in many 
of the insecticides and fungicides is 
the fine material held in suspension 
I there must be perfect agitation that 
will keep the liquid in constant mo­ 
tion.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—Fol­ 
lowing is a summary of weather and 
crop conditions in the corn and wheat 
region for Hie week ending September 
21, 1915: 
In much of the corn belt the weath­ 
er was favorable as to temperature, 
but the beneficial effect was offset 
in some western localities bv too much 
moisture. 
The crop matured slowly 
in many important states, while tho 
week closed much cooler, further re­ 
tarding maturity. 
In 
the 
western, 
central and northern portions most of 
the crop requires ten to fifteen days 
of warm and dry weather. 
In the 
eastern states the week was favorable 
and the corn matured rapidly. 
In the spring wheat belt, threshing 
is nearly completed under favorable 
conditions. 
In portions of the winter wheat belt, 
preparation for seeding is about com­ 
pleted with favorable soil conditions, 
but in other portions work was de­ 
layed by continued wet soil; and but 
little wheat is yet sown in any por­ 
tion.

Professor Bailey of Cornell says 
that “bees are a much more important 
factor of pollination than the wind, 
and that their absence is always dele­ 
terious.” 
In a recent bulletin the department 
of agriculture says: 
“Plant mixed va­ 
rieties, or at least avoid the planting 
of solid blocks, and be sure there are 
plenty of bees in the neighborhood to 
visit the blossoms.” 
Professor Waugh, who experimented 
as a fruit-grower and not as a bee 
keeper, proved that bees, as polliniz- 
era, were more reliable and much 
superior to the wind. He placed panes 
of glass covered with a viscid fluid 
in the orchard in order to catch the 
wind-blown pollen, and the amount 
caught was surprisingly small.
